His 
control of the government followed the 
brief administration of Julius Peidl, 
who formerd a Socialist cabinet after 
Bela Kun had been overthrown. 

Joseph never received recognition 
from the allies. 

During the first two years of the war 
Archduke Joseph was a commander of 
Austro-Hungarian forces on the east- 
ern front. In 1918 he headed a move 
ment looking to the separation of Hun- 
gary from Austria. 

He was born Aug.:9, 1872, and mar- 
ried Princess Augustine of Bavaria 
Nov. 15, 1893. He and his son re- 
nounced,all rights as royal personages 
and took the oath to the Hungarian 
constitution in November, 1918, as.

R. S. Lovett Says That 
Rate Would Keep 


Capital Away.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 22.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Proposed limitation of railroad 
net earnings to 6 per cent was opposed 
by Robert S. Lovett, 
Union Pacific railroad, today before 
the house committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce. Mr. Lovett appeared 
on behalf of the Association of Rail- 
way Executives. 
“ The suggestion, which I understand 
was made by one of the lawyers ad- 
vocating the Warfield plan, that every- 
thing earned in excess of 6 per cent 
must be deemed wrongful and as taken 
illegally frem the shippers, is utterly 
preposterous,” said Mr. Lovett. 


Not Set by Any Law. 


“ Six per cent is a minimum on ques- 
tions of confiscation, but there is no 
statute upon the books of congress 
and no statute of any state in this 
union, so far as I know or have rea- 
son to believe, that ever has declared 
that 6 per cent .in any year shall be 
the limit of return upon any railroad 
investment.

Like Money in a Bank. 


“The Supreme court repeatedly has 
declared that money invested in rail- 
roads is as much private property as 
money in a bank or as an investment 
It is subject to regulation, 
but not to confiscation.”

WASHINGTON IRVING ON TREAT- 
IES. 

Evanston, Ill, Aug. 21.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]}~By the discussions that get 
nowhere of what our duties will be un- 
der the various sections of the léague of 
nations if it is ratified I was reminded 
of Washington Irving’s sage comment 
on treaties as sources of continual mis- 
understanding and ultimately of war. 
In his Knickerbocker’s History of New 
York ‘that most people look upon as a 
nonsense book, but which is really full 
of the deepest wisdom, Irving says: 

“ A treaty of peace is one of the mast 
fruitful sources of war. I have rarely 
seen an instance of any special oom 
tract between individuals that did net 
produce jealousies, bickerings, and often 
downright ruptures between them; ner 
did I ever know of a treaty between 
two nations that did not occasion con- 
tinual misunderstandings. 

“ Treaties at best are but complied 
with so long as interest requires their 
fulfillment; consequently, they are vir- 
tually binding on the weaker party onty, 
or, in plain truth, they are not binding 
at all. No nation will wantonly go to 
war with another if it has nothing to 
gain thereby, and therefore needs no 
treaty to restrain it from violence; and 
if it have anything to gain, I much’ 
question, from what I have witnessed 
of the righteowa conduct of nations, 
whether any treaty could be made so 
strong that it could not thrust the sword 
through—nay, I wouid hold ten to one, 
the treaty itself would be the very 
source to which resort would be had to 
find a pretext for hostilities. 

“Thus, therefore, I conciude—that, 
though it is the best of all policies for 
a@ nation to keep up a constant nego- 
tiation with its neighbors, yet it is the 
summit of folly for it ever to be be- 
guiled into a treaty; for then comes on 
nonfulfiliment and infraction, then re- 
monstrance, then -altercation, then re- 
taliation, then recrimination, and finally 
open war.” :

But the foods that are biggest in 
calories are the fats. Butter and pure 
fat pork yield up to 3,600 colories. A 
pure fat like olive oil yields 4,000 calor- 
ies. In general, the foods with a large 
fatty content have somewhere  be- 
tween 8,000 and 4,000 calories. 
The edible portions of walnuts for 
instance, contain over 63 per cent of 
fat and yield almost 3,300 calories per 
vound. All nuts except chestnuts are 
rich in fat. Chestnuts have so little 
fat and so much water that they yield 
only 1,125 calories. We would expect 
that this starchy nut would contain as 
many calories as wheat. The reason it 
does not is that it contains 45 per cent 
water.

Losses of live stock from diseases, 
accidents, and other causes amount to 
ns of dollars every year. Prob- 
ably three-fourths of this could be 
avoided by employing preventive meas- 
ures and modern veterinary practices, 
Although much can be accomplished 
by the owner himself in the control] and 
eradication of destructive diseases and 
mf&rny accidents can be prevented, the 
best results can be fully realizedponly 
through close codperation between the 
livé stoek owner and those who are in 
@ position to give him assistance. 

It is unfortunate that domestic 
animals cannot talk or they could tell 
about their aches and pains. Imitators 
of the stage claim that all animals 
have a language of their own, and here 
is a bit of truth, for animals do have 
signs and sounds that they use in re- 


Men who care ar. these poor dumb 
creatures are usually familiar with the 
language of the animal kingdom. They 
can tell when something is wrong by 


moo:.of the cow, the bray of the mule, 
the bleat of the sheep, and the grunt of 
the pig. But it frequently happens that 
the animal is neglected and death is the 
result. 

Such wounds as* nail pricks, wire 
cuts, bruises, harness sores, and broken 
bones in most instances are properly 
chargeable to neglect or carelessness. 
External wounds are generally easy to 
detect, and with little care the loases 
would be small. 

Internal troubles, of course, are dif. 
ficult to detect and require the atten. 
tion of a skilled veterinarian. When 
the animal refuses to eat and drink and 
his actions are abnormal, the owner 
should call for help. 


. A clinical thermomter is a valuable 
instrument to have, and when it reg: 
isters around 103 to 105 degrees a 
veterinarian should be called. This ap- 
plies to the horse. The temperature 
varies with the different classes of 
animals. Veterinarians are not the only 
ones who can help. Every state agri- 
cultural college maintains a corps of 
specialists willing to help in case of 
epidemics of diseases liable to cause 
losses. The government also has men 
doing this kind of work. 

It is easier and more economical to 
prevent diseases from coming into a 
herd or flock than it is to eliminate 
them. Precautions must be taken by 
tockmen to keep down contagious dis- 
eases,
